A  certificate  of  inspection  from  the  Texas  Department  of  Agricul¬ 
ture,  showing  that  the  stock  has  been  inspected  and  found  free  from  injurious  insect 
pests  and  diseases  will  accompany  each  shipment.

HOW  TREES  ARE  GRADED 

Our  fruit  trees  are  graded  by  caliper,  rather 
than  by  height.  Thus,  when  they  are  planted  in 
the  orchard  and  cut  back  they  are  of  uniform 
size  and  more  satisfactory  to  the  planter.  The 
grades  listed  in  this  book  refer  to  the  approximate 
heights  of  the  tops  of  trees  in  feet,  and  corre¬ 
spond  to  the  following  caliper  sizes  taken  two 

inches  above  the  bud.  (Figs  and  walnuts  excepted.) 

11/16"  caliper  and  up....approx.  6  to  8'  Extra  Large 

1/2"  to  11/16"  caliper . approx.  4  to  6'  Large 

3/8"  to  1/2"  caliper . approx.  3  to  4' 

1/4"  to  3/8"  caliper . approx.  2  to  3'

The  fruit  is  size 
and  color  of  Mamie  Ross,  more  delicious 
and  a  good  shipper.  Ripe  June  25th. 

LEUTICHAU.  XXXX.  This  peach  is 
from  Florida.  It  is  adapted  to  sections 
having  mild  winters.  It  is  adapted  to 
South  Texas  and  the  Gulf  Coast  Region. 
It  ripens  early  in  June,  is  a  white  free¬ 
stone,  colors  highly,  and  is  one  of  the 
heaviest  producers.  The  size  is  medium 
and  the  flavor  very  sweet  with  no  acid 
at  all.

DR.  BURTON.  XXXX.  I  have  had  Dr. 
Burton  bearing  8  years  and  have  gotten 
8  crops.  It  has  led  73  varieties  in  bear¬ 
ing  at  the  Iowa  Park  Experiment  Sta¬ 


tion.  The  tree  is  a  strong  grower  and 
healthy.  This  peach  is  extra  large,  white 
flesh,  streaked  with  red  and  sweet  but¬ 
tery  flavor.

SMITH.  XXXX.  This  little,  white 
freestone  should  be  in  every  home  orchard 
because  it  bears  tremendous  crops  every 
year  and  because  of  that  honey  sweet 
flavor.  I  like  to  go  to  my  Smith  trees  and 
eat  the  fruit  right  off  the  tree.  Ripe 
July  10th  to  15th. 

SOUTH  HAVEN.  XXXX.  Better  than 
average  size,  prolific,  dependable,  ripens 
early  about  July  1st,  juicy,  yellow  flesh 
and  a  freestone.  Not  as  firm  as  Elberta 
but  is  a  good  canning  peach  and  a  good 
market  peach. 

BELLE  OF  GEORGIA.  XXXX.  Very 
large,  white  fleshed  with  red  cheek; 
firm,  juicy  and  excellent  flavor.  Very 
hardy  and  grows  with  equal  success  in 
both  North  and  South.  Pro¬ 
ductive,  early  semi-free  to 
freestone.  The  most  beautiful 
white  peach  grown  and  a  good 
canner.  Ripe  July  20th. 

CHILOW.  XXX.  This  pure 
yellow  cling  should  be  in  every 
home  orchard.  There  is  no 
peach  that  will  surpass  this 
peach  for  eating  and  canning.

firm,  delicious,  sweet  flesh  and  juice.  The 
tree  is  an  extra  strong  grower,  early 
bearer  and  heavy  producer.  The  fruit 
should  be  thinned  (before  the  seeds  are 
hard)  to  secure  the  proper  size  and 
quality.  If  you  want  the  best  peach  on 
earth  for  home  or  market,  plant  the 
Frank.

Pollination  of  Pecans 

If  you  have  a  few  native  pecans  among 
your  budded  pecans  they  will  usually 
take  care  of  your  pollination  problem. 
Where  the  orchard  is  all  improved  varie¬ 
ties  some  late  pollen  shedders  and  some 
early  pollen  shedders  should  be  used. 

Early  pollen  shedders:  Western  Schley, 
Texas  Prolific,  Success,  Halbert,  San 
Saba  Improved,  Squirrel’s  Delight,  Moore 
and  Onliwon. 

Late  pollen  shedders:  Burkett,  Schley, 
Jersey,  Delmas,  Stuart  and  Common¬ 
wealth.  One  tree  will  furnish  enough 
pollen  for  10  trees. 

Size  of  Hole  for  Pecan  Trees 

In  ideal  pecan  soils,  use  a  post-hole 
digger.  The  hole  should  be  dug  to  a 
depth  of  about  three  feet.  In  hard  soils, 
dig  a  hole  three  feet  square  and  three 
feet  deep  so  that  the  roots  can  get  started 
before  reaching  the  hard  soil.
